John Behan Dies

ormer New York State Assemblyman John 

Behan (R-Montauk), a Vietnam War veteran, 
U.S. Wheelchair Olympics gold medalist, and long- 
time champion of the East End, died on Friday. He 
was 76. 

Born and raised on Long Island, Behan graduated 
from East Hampton High School in 1963 after serv- 
ing as president of the student body, then joined the 
U.S. Marine Corps. He served with the Sixth and 
Seventh Fleets before joining the First Marine Divi- 
sion for a tour of duty in Vietnam in 1965, when he 
lost both of his legs in combat. After retiring at the 
with the rank of sergeant and learning to walk again 
with the use of artificial limbs, he won gold med- 
als in the javelin, and medaled in shotput, discus 
and as a member of the basketball team on the U.S. 
Wheelchair Olympics team in 1972 and 1976 before 
starting his career in politics. He first served as East 
Hampton Town Assessor and then succeeded state 
Assemblyman Perry Duryea as the South Fork’s 
Albany representative in 1978, serving for 16 years 
before becoming the director of the State Division of

Veterans Affairs in the Gov. George Pataki admin- 
istration. 

“At a time when these terms are thrown around 
far too carelessly, John was a true American hero 
and patriot,” said state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I- 
Sag Harbor), Behan’s predecessor. “His life was ded- 
icated to serving his country, state and community.’ 

For his service to the Marine Corps, Behan was 
decorated seven times and was honored with the 
Conspicuous Service Cross, New York State’s highest 
military honor. He participated in the Fourth Pan 
American Games held in Peru and the first Interna- 
tional Games for the Disabled held in Canada. As an 
assemblyman, Behan organized a Vietnam Veterans 
Caucus and received national recognition as State 
Legislature of the Year for his advocacy. 

In 1985, Behan led the historic New York State Del- 
egation to Vietnam and later that year was tapped 
to lead the “Welcome Home Parade to Vietnam Vet- 
erans” down the famed canyon of heroes alongside 
then-New York City Mayor Ed Koch. 

He is survived by his wife Marilyn and three chil- 
dren, Jason, Jack, and Bridget. Funeral arrange- 


ments were not immediately available.

uogue Quigley, the Hamptons’ weather-prog-

he $489 million merger between Bridgehamp- 
ton-headquartered BNB Bank and Brooklyn- 
founded Dime Community Bank has closed, with the 
combined 65 branches from Montauk to Manhattan 
now rebranded as Dime locations, the company an- 
_nounced on Feb. 1. 

Known as a merger of equals, or MOE for short, 
as the two banks are about the same size, the newly 
merged bank has combined assets worth $12.5 bil- 
lion and $9 billion in total deposits. Headquartered 
in Hauppauge, it’s positioned as the largest indepen- 
dent bank on Long Island, but the bank’s leaders 
maintain that personal relationships with customers 
are central to its operations. 

“The only thing that was a little bit different is that 
at one time we thought we'd keep the name BNB at 
some of the East End branches, and then we made 
the decision that we’re one company, let’s have one 
identity,” said Kevin O’Connor, who was chief ex- 
ecutive officer of BNB and is now CEO of the merged

Both banks have been 
serving . the community 
for more than a century.

Sebonack Golf 
Club Gift Eyed In 
CBS Ethics Probe

CBS executive received a $1 million annual membership to 

Sebonack Golf Club in Southampton when the television 
company purchased WLNY-TV from the club’s owner a decade 
- ago in a transaction that has raised ethical concerns, according 
to a Los Angeles Times exposé. 

-CBS Television Stations President Peter Dunn, a Long Island 
resident, treated the membership as a personal perk, the former 
manager of CBS’ TV station in Philadelphia alleged in a Pennsyl- 
vania Human Relations Commission complaint, the newspaper 
reported, citing two unnamed sources who were aware of the 
deal. Sebonack declined to comment, and CBS did not respond 
to a request for comment. 

“While listed in one executive’s name, this is a CBS member- 
ship used to host clients and business partners,” CBS told the 
Times. “Annual dues are paid by CBS and any personal expenses 
incurred by executives are paid from their own pocket.” 

The deal reportedly violates CBS’ rules against accepting gifts. 


Dunn was placed on leave last week following another Times re- _ 


port that the broadcast company stifled an internal investigation 
into alleged racist and sexist comments Dunn made. 

Jaci Clement, CEO and executive director of the Bethpage- 
based media watchdog nonprofit Fair Media Council, said the 
deal raises ethical questions. 

“The coverage of this leaves me with a lot of unanswered ques- 
tions, but the short answer is this, if people need to ask, ‘Is that 
ethical?’ The answer is ‘no,” said Clement. 


NY, Shinnecock Sign Fight 


Enters Round 2

he New York State Department of Trans- 
‘4. portation sent a letter to the Shinnecock 
Indian Nation demanding that the tribe 
halt construction of its second electronic 
billboard on the side of Sunrise Highway in 
Hampton Bays. 

The debate has been winding its way 
through the court system since the Shin- 
necock built the first billboard on the east- 
bound side of Route 27 in 2019. The Shin- 
necock maintain they are within their rights 
to build the second billboard on the west- 
bound side of the highway. 

“Despite the court’s refusal to order the 
Nation to cease construction and opera- 
tion of the monuments ... the DOT issued 
a stop work order to the nation to halt the 
construction of the second monument,” the 
Shinnecock Council of Trustees said in a 
statement. “Just one day after the stop work 
order was issued, the DOT sent a letter to the 


' nation brazenly threatening the destruction 


of the monuments if the nation did not com- 
ply with the DOT’s demands. The nation, 
however, refuses to cave ... because the DOT 
lacks authority over nation lands.” 

The tribe, which is using advertising rev- 
enue from the billboards to fund its pro-

grams, said the state cited safety concerns, 
which the Shinnecock dispute. 

“The nation has either met or exceeded all 
safety measures recommended by the DOT 
and the courts have agreed that the monu- 
ments pose no unacceptable safety risk,” the 
nation said. “The DOT’s purported safety 
concerns over the construction and opera- 
tion of the monuments ring hollow in light 
of the fact that the state, itself, has paid to 
advertise on these very same monuments 
... The DOT’s latest threat serves as just one 
example of the mistreatment the nation has 
suffered at the hands of the state.”

Black History Overdue 


Pyrrhus Concer Homestead Finally 
Named Southampton Historical Landmark —

he historical significance of the 

Pyrrhus Concer Homestead in the 
Village of Southampton is something 
that should be apparent to anyone who 
knows of his profound story and con- 
tributions to the history of Northern 
slavery. And yet, up until January 11, 
2021 when the Southampton Village 
Architectural Review & Historic Pres- 
ervation Board declared the property 
a historical landmark, its perceived 
historical significance was largely up 
in the air. 

Though located in the Southampton 
Village Historic District, which was 
listed on the National Register of His- 
toric Places in 1988, the Pyrrhus Con- 
cer Homestead’s 2013 sale to David 
Hermer and Sylvia Campo for $2.75 
million seemingly came with no his- 


toric strings attached, so when their 
request to demolish the home located 
at 51 Pond Land was denied by the 
Southampton Village Board, the deci- 
sion was met with a $10 million law- 
suit. Southampton Then-Mayor Mark 
Epley helped work out a settlement to 
allow two months for historical and 
architectural elements to be salvaged 
for a future reconstruction before the 
building would be torn down. 

Despite the apparent compromise, 
many in the village were not satisfied 
with this decision and some, such as 
current Mayor Jesse Warren, are still 
left baffled by it. “I still don’t under- 
stand how it was allowed to be de- 
moed,” Warren says. “How we got here 
was very disappointing—that youd 
have an administration that would 
allow one of the most historic proper- 
ties and homes in the village, in my 


opinion at least, to just get demoed. It 
never should’ve happened, but that’s 
how it went down.” 

Eastville Community Historical So- 
ciety Director and founding member 
of the Pyrrhus Concer Action Com- 
mittee Dr. Georgette Grier-Key has 
determined that the reason Concer’s 
home was allowed to be demolished in 
the end likely has to do with its then- 
overlooked status as a structure con- 
tributing to the historical significance 
of the historic district, as defined by 
village code. “When you have a con- 
tributing property, it’s much harder to 
tear it down, but for some reason that 
was missed by the village,” Grier-Key 


explains. “It indeed was a contribut-: 


ing property—not just a house in the 


historic district, which is already a 


level of protection—but when you have 
it listed as a contributing house, it’s 


another level of protection. Was that 
omitted? Was that overlooked pur- 
posefully? We have no reason or idea 
why, but it was.” 

In July of 2015, the Town of South- 
ampton purchased the property with 
$4.3 million of Community Preserva- 
tion Fund revenues, and two months 
later a historical marker was placed at 
the site, honoring Concer’s life from 
enslaved beginnings to an impressive 
whaling legacy. Despite three unsuc- 
cessful bids to take on the restoration 


project since the property’s purchase, 


Grier-Key is more optimistic than 
ever, noting the huge feat that was re- 
ceiving landmark status (only the sec- 
ond Southampton property of African 
descent to receive this distinction) and 
the various people, organizations and 
local governments that have joined the 
project in recent years. “Right now, 
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we have a great team in place to make 
this thing work,” she says. “There have 
always been multiple levels of govern- 
ment involved in it, but I think now 
they're taking a more active role.” 
Some of the key players in the proj- 
ect are Grier-Key, Warren, Southamp- 
ton Town Supervisor Jay Schneider- 
man, New York State Assemblyman 
Fred Thiele Jr., Southampton African 
American Museum Director Brenda 
Simmons and their respective teams, 
as well as grant writer Nicole Chris- 
tian, construction consultant Roger 
Corcella and AIA Peconic. Through 
multi-tiered funding, the project is re- 
ceiving grant and donations from mu- 
nicipal governments, private parties 
and individual citizens. Southampton 
Village had initially appropriated 
$500,000 for reconstruction and will 
add to that reserve based on donations 
addressed to the Pyrrhus Concer Ac- 
tion Committee or the Pyrrhus Concer 
_ Homestead. 
_ “We are finalizing the plan, and we 
have a construction consultant now to 


help us with the pricing,” Warren says. 


“A big goal for 2021 is to really begin 
the construction of this project. It’s 
been a long time coming!” 

_ The end goal of the reconstruction 
team is not to simply rebuild as Con- 
cer’s home once was, but to expand 
the i9th century home into a museum 
dedicated to his legacy, his home’s

Gold Rush in 1848 but found little suc- 


architectural significance and his im- 
portance in Southampton and Ameri- 
can history. “It’s an extraordinary 
example, on multiple levels, that’s not 
just of interest to us here locally but 
nationally, and over in Japan, they 
have a monument to Pyrrhus Concer, 
as well,” Grier-Key notes. _ 

So who is Pyrrhus Concer, and what 
makes his story such an important 
piece of history? 

Born in Southampton on March 17, 
1814 to his enslaved mother, Violet, 
Concer inherited her status as the 
property of Captain Nathan Cooper, 
who would sell him five years later to 
the Pelletreau family for $25 (equiva- 
lent to $513 today). When he was freed 
as an adult, he became a “greenie” 


whaler and moved up the ranks to the ~ 


vital role of boatsteerer. 
’ On one fateful voyage in 1843, he 
was steering the Manhattan, cap- 
tained by son of his former enslaver 
Mercator Cooper, when their vessel 
rescued two separate crews of ship- 
wrecked Japanese sailors and, thanks 
to his skillful steering, returned them 
safely home, making the Manhattan 
the first American ship allowed entry 
into Tokyo Harbor and making Concer 
among the first African Americans to 
enter Japan. 

After many adventures on the sea, 
Concer tested his luck in the California

cess there, so he settled down with his 
wife, Rachel, at 51 Pond Lane, South- 
ampton, which had been bequeathed 
to him by his grandfather, Gad. Dur- 
ing this time, Concer operated the only 
Lake Agawam ferry and became one 
of the most respected members of the 
village. 

Rachel passed away in 1890, fol- 
lowed by Concer in 1897; they share a 
tombstone at North End Cemetery in 
Southampton. Upon his death, Concer 
donated his complete estate of $5,000 
($156,912 today) to a number of chari- 
table causes, including a fund for the 
widows of whalers and a Christian ed- 
ucation fund for the First Presbyterian 
Church of Southampton. 

The quote engraved at the top of 
their tombstone was chosen by neigh- 
bor Elihu Root, former Secretary of 
State and Nobel Peace Prize laure- 
ate, and reads: “Though born a slave, 
he possessed virtues without which 


kings are but slaves.” Thanks to whal- 


ing logs, local records and the lasting 


impression he left on those who knew 
him, Concer’s life is one of the best-re- 
corded histories of a former enslaved 
person in America. 

“In regard to American slavery as 
a whole, some of the enslaved per- 
sons didn’t have a last name. For the 
majority of them, we don’t know what 
happened in their life from birth to 
death,” Grier-Key explains. “This is 
an instance where we know his name, 
we know the family that had enslaved 
him and his mother and family, and 
we know how his life went throughout; 
we can trace it. And that’s not always 
so, because as opportunities happened 
or if someone was enslaved and sold 
off, there was a dead, cold track in the 
research and understanding of how 
they lived and contributed to the com- 
munity, and that’s not so with Pyrrhus 
Concer.”

S ometimes a boozy glass of wine 
isn’t what you need. Maybe you're 
on a new diet, or youre looking for 
something with low alcohol beverage 
volume. 

If either situation sounds like you, 
Sparkling Pointe’s Brut Nature may be 
your best bet. 

“We feel it is a perfect addition to 
the Sparkling Pointe portfolio and fills 
a space unlike any of our other wines,” 
says Melissa L. Rockwell, direct-to- 
consumer sales manager at Sparkling 
Pointe, a North Forth vineyard known 
for its vast selection of sparkling 
wines. 

Released in September 2020, Spar- 
kling Pointe’s Brut Nature has been in 
the works since the 2016 vintage. 

“The Brut Nature was originally 
conceived by relying heavily on our 
reserve wines (those held back and 
stored in neutral oak and small steel 


casks from past vintages) to supply 
the texture and balance that is typi- 
cally achieved via the final addition of 
liquor dosage,” Rockwell says. 

The blend, which has an ABV of 12.5 
percent, is composed of three types 
of grapes: 33 percent Chardonnay, 56 
percent Pinot Noir and 11 percent Pi- 
not Meunier. 

“For me the aromatics are citrus-led 
with green apple, some floral, and a bit 
of that brioche-crispy croissant that 
comes from the neutral oak aged base 
wines plus the three years aging on 
the lees,” Rockwell says. “There is a bit 
of mineral and dried grassiness that I 
really enjoy as well. The palate is strik- 
ing in its dryness (which is the point!), 
and crisp acidity up front, but it also 
has a softness to the finish.” 

The winery produced 360 cases of 
Brut Nature. A bottle is $42.00, unless 
you're a member of one of Sparkling 
Pointe’s clubs, then it’s $37.80. 

“It has been quite popular and

well received at the tasting house,” 
she says. “Although I think there is a 
trendiness to the style and even non 
wine aficionados are compelled by 
a no-sugar, low-alcohol, low-calorie 
sparkling wine.”

fects, the most common birth defect in 
the country. 

Approximately 25% of children born 
with critical congenital heart defects 
need surgical procedures to survive, but 
many families are unaware of this until 
after birth. Mended Little Hearts was 
founded in 2004 to provide national 
support as well as educational services 
for families. With more than 300 lo- 
cal chapters nationwide, the nonprofit 
also offers peer-to-peer programs on a 
local level. 

“We try to network families as best 
we can but we also try to make sure that 
we provide an outlet for our kids so they 
can come together and see that ‘Hey, I’m 


not the only person who has to go to a 
special doctor for my heart’ or ‘Hey, I’m 
not the only kid who maybe has a scar 
down their chest,” says Shannan Pears- 
all, lead coordinator for Mended Little 
Hearts of LI. 

Hospitals and doctors of children in 
MLH’s programs work closely with the 
organization by participating in fund- 
raising events and educational forums 
and by providing resources. Every year, 
the nonprofit hosts a holiday drive to 
collect items like toys, books and crafts 
for New York-Presbyterian Hospital in 
Manhattan. In December, donations 
were sent directly from its Amazon 
wishlist to the hospital, and hospital 
staff informed families about MLH’s 
services during toy distribution. 

Oftentimes the first connection a 
family will have with MLH comes dur- 
ing a fetal diagnosis. Pearsall learned 
about the organization after her son,

Aidan, was born without a fully func- 
tioning heart. 

“If I had the connection with this or- 
ganization and this network of amazing 
families back then, the road would’ve 
still been a challenging and really scary 
one but it would’ve been one where I 
felt uplifted because I would’ve had that 
support,” Pearsall says. 

The organization’s bravery bag pro- 
gram supplies items to families of hos- 
pitalized children post-heart surgery. 
These items include basic necessities 


like dental products, deodorant and lo- 
tion as well as tea, food, books and info 
about MLH. Hospitals, local schools and 
other chapter coordinators normally 
contribute to or host fundraisers for the 
bravery bags. 

“Creature comforts are things that 
make a hospitalization, whether it’s a 
planned stay or unexpected stay, just a 
little easier,” Pearsall says.

Tara Westwood

D uring these unseasonable, mild winter. days, 
actress Tara Westwood and her partner 
(prominent NYC sports orthopedic surgeon Dr. An- 
drew Feldman) continue to enjoy surfing near their 
Amagansett home. They spend a lot of time there 
and like to dine at: La Fondita, Nick & Toni’s, or 
Hamptons Chutney Company. “We get our morning 
coffee at Jack’s in Amagansett,” she adds. 

Despite COVID, 2020 was packed with activities 
for Westwood. 

She has had very good parts in Distemper, a new 
television series, and two movies, Deck the Heart, 
and Blackjack: The Jackie Ryan Story. 

Last year became an opportunity where she was 
able to continue expanding her career beyond act- 
ing and into production. She met up with North Fork 
TV Festival winner Elias Plagianos and together 
they created the first episode of a new show, Hudson 
Falls. They lined up name actors Richard Kind, Jes- 
sica Hecht and William Sadler. But COVID meant 
that most productions—and most of the entertain- 
ment industry—were shut down. Tara reached out 
to the Screen Actors Guild (SAG) to develop COVID 
guidelines, standards they could deploy to proceed 
with their production, while offering protection for 
everyone. 

All sorts of groundbreaking accommodations and 
considerations were implemented by Westwood in 
order to follow proper protocols. “For example, ev- 
eryone on the set had to obtain a PCR test, which at 
the time did not have rapid turnaround,” she says. 
The production members got tested, then quaran- 
tined, and stayed flexible ready to shoot, when SAG 
gave their approval.” 

Westwood explains how “only eight people were 
on the set to keep the risk minimal. The actors did 
their own makeup and hair. The actors used social 
distancing while the camera tech and editor shot at 
angles to compensate for the limitations the actors 
faced with body language and close encounters. We 
used a new technology camera manufactured by 
Canon because it is extremely light, has cinematic 
auto-focus versatile for certain shots where we were 
otherwise restricted.” She admits that “this process 
was frustrating, perhaps tense because we were com- 
mitted to safety. But I welcomed this special chal- 
lenge which meant a lot of extra effort and details. 
We shared great. satisfaction that we were able to 
succeed.” Westwood says that “Since last summer’s 
shoot, I have received calls and inquiries from other 
productions seeking info about our experiences.” 

Some other recent movies for Manitoba-born 
Westwood, who modeled for several years in Par- 
is before her transition into acting, include The 
Grudge (which grossed $50 million), Detours, The

Karma Club and guest appearances on many tele- 
vision shows such as Law & Order, Bull and The 
Good Wife. Westwood acknowledges that she enjoys 
horror films, including her starring role in The Hon- 
eymoon Phase in 2019. “I would like to do more of 
them, especially with a psychological ride.” 

In today’s show business, Westwood believes in the 
importance of actors broadening their capabilities 
into production, not relying on acting as their voca- 
tion. “I thrive on mentoring people with ambitions to 
become professional actors. I pose to them: Can you 
write? Can you handle lighting or set design? Can you 
produce?” 

Westwood is the mother of two sons in their 20s, 
one living with her in Amagansett, the other in Dallas. 

Amidst COVID, Westwood is proud of launching 
Let’s All Read, which is easily accessed on YouTube. 
There is no money involved. Westwood volunteers 
with her acting colleagues like her Hamptons neigh- 
bor John Leguizamo, actor Griffin Dunne and others 
for storytime reads, geared toward small and young 
children. There are over 100 Let’s All Read editions.
